~ 


Some nt the Daasrr* That Surround T!io»» 


Who Captarr Thtoi. 


The parrot hunter who plunges into 


the jungle* of the I.a Cruz river bot- 
toms in Mexico and remains three 
months to make a catch of as many 
hundred birds, takes his, life in hi* 
hands. He « exposed to xvaylaymg 
peons or laborers; he must ever be on 
the alert against a night surprise by- 
wild beasts: he may catch a violent 
fever and perish unattended, or he may 
be eaten up by ormegoes or Mexican 
forest ants with a bloodthirsty record. 


Three hundred parrots are worth, on 


an averaje. fifty shillings apiece, which 


From that deduct the wages 


of half a dozen Mexican vagabonds, \vhr> 
go along as tree climbers, the keep of 
five burros, the freight, and the residue 
g-oes into the pocket of the rcntun-some 
parrot hunter, or the dealer who em- 
ploys him. 


The parrot builds no nest. The fe- 


male selects a deep hollow in the high- 
est tree trunks and there lays two eggs. 
This occurs aKiut May 1. The young 
are hatched alout June li Ten days 
elapse before they can open their eyes. 
and several \veeks must lie allowed for 
the young birds to gain 
sufficient

The parrot is a wily ami wise bird. 


It lays its eggs safely out of reach of 
ordinary danger, and takes f*t*xl can- 
not to betray their whtreal«outs. When 
the birds arc hatched they are fed 
twice a day b v their elders, early in tho 
morning and ajain about the close of

Then the chaparral cock dances around 
with every show of exultation, and 
jfocsoff after another victim.

Xo civilized white man familiar with 


the danger will himself undertake to 
climb the tree and capture the young 
birds. 
That is the work reserved for the 


Mexican peons who accompany him. 
There Is no danger f ram the parent 
birds but almost every tree is guarded 
by a colony of ormegoes which pene- 
trate any kind of clothing and vigor- 
ously attack the flesh beneath It. being 
known to &»troy large numbers of 
young parrots, 


The suffering of the peons from the 


attack of the Mexican ants, in their as- 
cent of trees in search of parrots, U 
sometimes pitiful. Their breasts are 
frequently covered with blood, and in 
their agony they fairly tear their cloth- 
ing from their Iwdles and cast them- 
selves on the ground, weeping and 
moaning. Oftentimes the effect is to 
nauseate them, so terrible is their suf- 
fering. If. as their master, one showol 
the slightest sympathy for their condi- 
tion, they would refuse to go np again. 
but under the pitiable condition of serf- 
dom In Mexico these men are no better 
than slaves, compelled to do what they 
are bidden regardless of life and limK 


It is fortunate if when a peon is near- 


ly devoured by ants he is within reach 
of water, in which to bathe himself and 
assuage his agony. As the parrots 
alwayshatcli their young where water 
is plentiful it rarely happens that the 
suffering pL-on cannot avail himself of 
nature's palliative at first hand. 


This experience is homething that no 


civilized white man would endure and 
which of itself deters many jungle hunt 
ers from engaging in the exciting *pt>rt 
of parrot hunting.—Chicago Times.

for lack of appetite. 


Sedentary habit.*, close confinement, 


lack of exercise or of out-of-door air 
are likely to produce thi* form of indi- 
gestion. 
In adult* the symptom i* 


usually recognized a* a form of dyspep- 
sia, and a physician is consulted. 


In childhood a constant craving for 


food is too often looked npon as K nat- 
ural accompaniment of the gro*in; 
age. 
Children affected in this way 


commonly complain of an inability tn 
eat at the regular mealtime, but be- 
tween meals they l>ecome very hungry. 
Ton of ten, in fcueh cases they are al- 
lowed to satisfy themselves with cakes, 
candies or other available sweetmeats- 
Such articles, which properly may be 
eaten at suitable time*.serve then only 
to destroy the appetite for the next 
meal. 


It i* not to I* denied that young 


children should 1* fed oftener than 
adults. Four meals a day may l>e given 
with propriety to children, as well as 
t» the sick and aged; but they should 
l« given with regularity and with 
proper attention to the character of 
the fi»»L A ivholesome. substantial 
luncheon put opal home is K-ttrr than 
the food which a child is likely to buy 
with money iriven to him for the pnr- 
pose- 


The feeding of children at all hours 


is radically Improper, since it directly 
favors digestive disturbances; and a 
child improperly feed rarely grows 
into a large and well-formed adult. 


Some labie* are always ravenously 


hungry, and yet are thin and poorly 
nourished. 
They should not \v fed 


oftener than healthy liable*. The di- 
gestive tract i* weak, and needs inter- 
vals of repose in order t'» perform its 
functions

trained teachers, and, when employed, 
should I* treated as memlnrrs ami 
trastcd friends of the family. I t U a 
great misfortune for a child -.vho is to 
move in the higher walk* of life not to 
have a complete command of the three 
xtorld-languapes. The lack of any of 
them greatly limit* that free and easy 
contact with men vchieh is essential to 
a practical knowledge of them. More- 
over, each language represents a dis- 
tinct form of consciousness, and the 
more of the;* forms one has the freer 
and more sympathetic he k. The nat- 
urally bilingual man lielong* spiritu- 
ally to two nationalities, liut other 
thing* besides languages may l>e im- 
parted unconsciously at this stage. 
Important among these are right sym- 
pathies and self-control. In any edu- 
cation whose aim is moral autonomy 
nothing i* more essential than a cor- 
rect distribution of sympathy or affec- 
tion, or, to use the ancient phrase, than 
loving and hating welL And nothing 
is so much neglected in American edu- 
cation. The stupidly sentimental no- 
tion that the child must, under any 
circumstances, have a '^good time" (as 
the rnlgar phrase is) causes many par- 
ents to allow children to follow their 
natural caprices, wasting their interest 
and affection upon trivia] or even hurt- 
ful things, and disregarding those that 
are worthy and I*neCcial. There is 
nothing that tne child i* v> thankful 
for in the long run as the careful and 
kindly training of hi* affections; there 
i* nothing that contrHmtcs so much to 
his moral uorth and Iiappines*. iltRse- 
ly connected with the result of this 
training i* that self-control which i* 
the essential clement in moral auton- 
omy. In the child thi* take* the form 
of sustained attention, and courage to 
carry out hi* wishes in defiance of 
difficulties and instinctive shrinking* 
— form* both of which xvill lie found of 
the utmost value in the i-ub-equent 
course of education.—r'ornm.
